It would be analogous to 
stating that a user prepares a wish list, or a written list of requirements, and submits it 
to a machine, and then the machine performs all of the ne cessary functions to meet the 
userlaigg uirenri entsjl'he claims must demonstrate how the elements operate together 1 
io perform the function. The claims are incomplete for omitting essential elements or

structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the necessary structural connections.
